Historical Context 


Stages of Development 


It quickly became clear that there have been 3 distinct phases 
to recent American scholarly relations with China 
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before 1972 there was minimal scholarly contact between 
the United States and China 


after the Shanghai Communiqué of early 1972 signalled 

a relaxation of tensions, there was considerable scholar 
exchange activity, but it tended to be short term, 
restricted to survey delegations and “unofficial" ( i.e. 
handled by one of the private non-profit China organizations 
which were so critical during this period - the CSCPRC 

for example, was undoubtedly the focal point of American 
scholarly contact with China during this period) 


since the normalization of diplomatic relations in late 
1978, there has been a remarkable proliferation of 
scholarly activity between China and the United States 


1. rough estimates put the number of Chinese students 


and scholars currently resident in the United States 
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at 7,000-8000 and the number of American students 


and scholars in China at 300-500

university-to-university - a recent survey of 
selected American universities and colleges revealed 
that there 72 institutions which have completed

official - the CSCPRC administers an official 

exchange programme on behalf of the U.S. government, 
but it is responsible only for the selection and 
placement of American students and scholars going 

to China; the Chinese government retains responsiblity 
for placing its official exchange students ( c. 1000 
per year ) in American institutions 

bilateral - since 1979 an increasing number of 

U.S. government agencies have negotiated bilateral

results of this proliferation of exchange mechanisms

NCUSCT, which claims to be "the voice of American trade with 
China" is a private, non-profit, Washington-based organization 
made up of more than 500 frims interested in trade with China. 


NCUSCT receives no government funding, but assesses members 
annual dues on a sliding scale ($550 - $7,500) depending on their 
sales or gross revenues.

United States Government Agencies 
Background 
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an important aspect of the normalization of diplomatic 
relations between China and the United States was the 

decision to stress cooperation in the areas of science 
and technology 


on January 31, 1979 then President Jimmy Carter and 
visiting Vice-Premier Deng Xiaoping signed an “Agreement 
e2.0n Cooperation in Science and Technology™ 


this “Umbrella agreement" established a Joint Commission 
on Scientific and Technological Cooperation to be co- 
chaired by

Scientific and Technological Commission (SSTC) 


this Joint Commission is served by an Executive Secretariat 


1. for the Americans it is the Bureau of Oceany and Inler- 
national Environmental and Scientific Affairs/ Office 
of Cooperative Science and Technological Progress of 
the Department of State (OES/SCT) 


2. for the Chinese it is the Foreign Affairs Bureau of SSTC 


the OES/SCT has organized and chairs a coordinating 
Rrecutive Secretary's Committee consisting of representatives 
of all federal agencies involved in bilateral science 

and technology agreements with Chinese government agencies 


Developments since 1979 
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this “umbrella agreement" today encompasses 17 inter- 
governmental protocols (incorporating 94 programmes of 
scientific and technological exchange) 


cach of these bibtcrals is governed by the principles of 
“equality, reciprocity and mutual benefit" and each

According to a report prepared by Richard Suttmeier for 
the Department of State in mid-1981 ( "U.S.-P.R.C. 
Scientific Cooperation: An Assessment of the First Two 
Years" ), 765 Chinese and American scientists and 
administrators participated in these exchanges during 
the first two years of operation (415 Chinese came to 
the United States and 350 Americans traveled to China) 
Given the appearance of new protocols and the _phase-in 
time required for existing agreements, it is likely that 
bilateral science and technology exchanges will expand 
rapidly in the years ahead

Suttmeier estimates that the implementation of these 
bilaleral agreements cost the United States $600,000 

in the 1979 fiscal year and $1.7 million in the

While bilateral agreements should complement existing 
programmes, there are occassions where new bilateral 
arrangements are seen as undermining existing arrange- 
ments for scholarly exchanges. The NSF, for example, 
funnels more than 50% of its China monies to the CSCPRC 
for the official China exchanges, yet its new bilateral 
agreement on “Basic Sciences" provides for 10-20 joint

use of scholarly expertise 


While some S & T agreements rely heavily on expertise 
provided by American universities ( for example the 
"Agricultural Exchang" ) others have proceeded without 
making adequate use of available American expertise 
outside the individual government agency ( e.g. the 
development of a National Center for Industrial Science 
and Technology Management Development at Dalian Institute 
of Technology under the “Management of Science and 
Technology" Protocol 


funding 

few government agencies have adequate funding to carry 
out the programmes which they are developing, unless 
they decrease spending in other areas 

bureaucratic inertia 


there is a continuing pressure in some agencies to 
eliminate China's “special status" and instead to treat 
China in the same manner as other countries with which the 
U.S. has developed aid relationships 


TTI, Recommendations 


A. that consideration be given to the establishment of a national 
organization concerned with Canada-China scholarly relations 


Be that consideration be given to including the following 
responsibilities within the mandate of such an umbrella 
organization: 


1. collecting and disseminating information about scholarly 
relations with China 


2. acting as liaison between Canadian academia and Canadian 
government agencies involved in relations with China 


3. coordinating a national programme of scholarly exchanges 
with China for both undergraduate and graduate students 
and for research scholars 


4, gponsoring orientation programmes for Chinese students 
and scholars coming to Canada and for Canadian students 
and scholars traveling to China for extended stays 


5. coordinating a campaign of public education on China 


6. coordinating the exchange of educational delegations 
between Canada and China 


UG. that the International Development Office of the Associalion 
of Universities and Colleges in Canada be urged to continue 
to play a facilitating role in any ensuing discussion
